Attorney-General Cross Introduces Act in Forceful Speech 
--Provision for Cheap and Expeditious Litigation---A 
Chief Justice, Four Puisne and Five Junior 
Judges for Alberta---Acceleration 
Clause of Mortgage Con- 


Last fight should be regarded as an 
historic’ night in the history of the 
Legislaturé of Alberta. The attorney 
general' explained to the House the 
terms of the new High Court and 
District’Courts Act. From the earl- 
jest time in the history of the North- 
west thé administration of justice has 
been executed by what were merely 
provisional courts, to be superseded 
in due time by the regularly consti- 
tuted judi¢ial machinery, and juris- 
diction delegated to the provinces by 
the terms of the British North Am- 
erica Act. It is a far cry from the 
direct, single-handed administration 
of the laws of the land by the Hud- 
son’s Bay factor to the complex jud- 
icial system created by Attorney Gen- 
eral Cross’ bill instituting the High 
Court of Justice of the Province of 
Alberta. ‘Though differing very wide- 
ly in outward form both systems re- 
semble each other in. imposing a rev- 
erence for law and order that is the 
abiding glory of all citizens who live 
under thé” British constitution. The 
first attorney general of Alberta takes 
his place among the legislators of 
Canade, and whatever change or am- 
endment the original act shall, it shall 
always bear the impress of the hand 
that first fashioned it. 

The act is modelled after the High 
Court of England. The judges exer- 
cise and enjoy all the rights,‘ privil- 
eges and immunities of the, judges of 
Her Late Majesty’s Superior Courts 
of law and equity, and all the associ- 
ata courts of the High Court of Jus- 
tice of England. The attorney gen- 
eral explained the bill\at some length 
in a cavefully arranged and forceful 
speech. In’ rising to address the 
House he was greeted with unstinted 
applause. 


THE SPEECH. 


Mr. Speaker :— 

In the act, known as the Alberta 
act, which came into force in Sept., 
1905, constituting this province, a 
provision was made that the Legisla- 
lature of’ the Province of Alberta 
might abolish the Supreme Court of 
the Northwest Territories, and a fur- 
ther revision was made whereby the 
Legislature of the Provine eof Alberta 
would have the right to constitute 
new courts. 


Purpose of the Bill. » 


The purpose of the District Court 
Act, in conjunction with the High 
Court Act, is to establish in the Pro- 
vince of Alberta the judicial ma- 
chinery which was contemplated in 
the original constitution of the Pro- 
vine2, and as the formation of the 
two courts, which are provided for in 
these acts asa whole go to make up 
the judicial machinery in Alberta. I 
thought it advisable to address my- 
self upon the introduction of the bill 
now before the House to the general 
question not only of the formation 
of District Courts, but of the High 
Court of Alberta, so that in this way 
the whole matter might be treated in- 
telligently by this House. 


Principle of Bill. 

The Government have thought it 
well to introduce the District Court 
Act at the present time, because the 
principle involved in that bill is the 
distinguishing feature between the 
judicial system of this Province as it 
has existed up to the present time 
and that system which is contemplat 
ed by the District Court Act and by 
the High Court Act. 


Deteils. 

The details of the bill, sir, can be 
more conveniently and more easily 
discussed when we consider it in 
committee. Our business at the pres- 
ent time is with the principle of the

Result of Present System. 

Owing to the large increase in pop 
ulation during the last three or four 
years, the territory now constituted 
as the Province of Alberta has besn 
rapidly settling up, and as a result 
the time of the judges of the Supreme 
court of the North-West Terrors 
has been to a very large degree occu- 
pied in the trial of small debt cases. 
At the 'ast sittings of the Supreme 
Court in the city of Edmonton con- 
siderable more than one-half of the 
cases on the docket were cases whie) 
in any other in Canada 
would have been relegatgd to a court 
of inferior jurisdictionf As a result 
of this the judges of the Supreme 
court of the North-West Territories 
are not only in the first instance 
overworked, but they are unable t 
devote a proper share of ‘heir time 
im the consideration of judgments in 
cases of great importance to the liti 
gants. This disadvantoge is felt very 
keenly not only by the litigants and

The Supreme Court of the Nort)- | 
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cover the smaller towns and villages 
in the Province and to bring justice 
to the doors of the people of the coun- 
try, but under the District Court Act 
this plan will not only be feasible 
but will be eminently practicable,and 
will be put into force as soon as the 
judges of the courts are appointed by 
the Federal Government. At the 
present time the expenses of trying a 
smiail debt case sometimes hundreds 
of miles from where the dispute arose 
has almost invariably made the liti- 
gant deter from endeavoring to en- 
force collection of their claims,and the 
purpose of this judicial system should 
be to bring justice as near to the 
doors of the people of the province 
as possible, and make it as cheap, 
easy and quick to obtain as it is pos- 
sible to make it. 


Old end New System. 

‘The primary difference between the 
old judicial system and the new one, 
as set forth in these acts, is to make 
it as easy, cheap and quick as _pos- 
sible to obtain speedy jusice. 


A Larger Judiciary Needed. 

I have deste to refer particularly 
to the need in this province of a larg- 
er judiciary than that which it has 
at the present time, and in this con- 
nection it may be of interest to you 
to know that upon the basis of 
population the Province of Alberta is 
entitled, as compared with the other 
provinces of Canada, to ten judges, 
and upon a basis of area, this prov- 
ince would be entitled to a very much 
larger number. It is quite clear to 
anyone who is intelligently informed 
as to the condition of affairs in the 
Province of Alberta, that it requires 
a larger number of judges to cover 
this province in an efficient way than 
perhaps in any other province, for 
the reason that the settlement in this 
province is very widely diffused. 
Settlers are taking up land in far dis- 
tant places from tfe railways in the 
well grounded hope that before very 
long these places will be tapped by 
a railroad and thereby rendered just 
as accessble as any other part of the 
province. The result of this has been 
that small communities have grown 
up, and today are growing up all over 
the province, oftentimes Jong | dist 
ances apart, and in order to serve a 
province so settled properly, it is per- 
fectly clear that a larger judiciary 
in proportion to its population is re- 
quired than in such a province, as 
for example, British Columbia, where 
the population is centralized to a 
great extent in the cities of Vancou- 
ver and Victoria, and in a number of 
smaller cities and towns immediately 
along the line of railway. 

Tt might be of interest to compare 
the number of judges in British Co 
lumbia with the number of judges 
which we are asking the Dominion 
Governfent to give us under the Dig 
trict and High Court Acts. In the 
ycar 1901 the population of British 
Columbia at the taking of the c>nsus 
was some 7,000 less than the present 
population of Alberta, and at that 
time there were in the Province of 
British Columbia five Supreme Court 
pudges and ten County Court judges, 
making in all fifteen judges or one 
each to every 12,000 of a population. 


Ten Judges fo> Alberta. 

It is therefore quite clear that if 
this Legislature sees fit to adopt the 
bills submitted by the Government 
and provides for the construction of 
the District Court of Alberta; which 
involves the appointment of five Dis- 
trict Court judges, and also for the 
construction of the High Court ol 
Alberta to be composed of five High 
Court judges, making in all ten judg 
es, the request which is thereby made 
to the Federa] Govrnment to fill these 
offices is in view of the circumsances 
circumstances prevailing in the pro 
vince amply warrant, 

The design and object of the Dis 
trict Court Act, as I have said, is to 
make it easier, cheaper and simpler 
for a creditor to obtain redress against 
his debtor, or for two parties who 
have a dispute to have that dispute 
settled judicially.

Presant Smell Debt System Defective. 


The disadvantages to which I re- 
ferred are the impracticability and 
oftentimes impossibility of any per- 
son in the outlying districts of the 
province and even in the more settled 
and thickly populated districts and 


speedy justics in small debt cases, 1 
am of tha opinion taat proper pro- 
vision for the trial of small debt cases 
is the most important feature of a well 
regulated judicial system. It is a 
matter of common knowledge in the 
Province of Alberta that a very great 
number of cases in which parties fee) 
themselves aggrieved are never 
brought to trial, because the amount 
involved would not justify the begin 
ning of an action at law which might 
have to be carrried to a place some 
hundreds of miles distant from the 
place where tie cause of action arose 
and where the litigants are residing. 
Kvery barrister in the Province ot 
Alberta will agree with me when I 
say that barristers in this province 
during.the last four or five years, have 
been in the habit of advising their 
clients not to bring small debt ac- 
tions but rather to suffer an injustice 
than to run the risk of having to pay 
large costs. 


Obiect of District Courts. 


The principal object of establishing 
the District Courts in the Province is 
to inaugurate a system whereby the 
judges of that court will travel 
through their districts and hear the 
complain‘’s of any persons who think 
themselves aggriéved, and give jus- 
tics to such persens. It will be ar- 
ranged that the judges make circuits 
of their districts every six weeks or 
two months, covering all the import- 
ant points within such distriets and 
hearing at the place where the dis 
pute &¥ose any causes brought before 
iLem for trial, At the present time 
it would ‘be quite impossible for the 
judges of the Supreme Court of th 
North-West Territories to attempt to 


Courts of Justice Exist for Two , 
Purposes. 

Jourte of justice in any country ex 
ist for two purposes and their func- 
tions with regard to each of these 
purposes should always be kept sep- 
arate and distinct. One of these pur- 
poses is to permit the enforcement 
of admitted claims or demands, and 
the other and quite different function 
is to decide disputed claims or de 
mands. I trust that such design wilt 
be realized in the Acts which are now 
before the House, and on the one 
hand make it easier and cheaper for 
one man, who has an undisputed 
claim speedily, and on the other hand, 
to give every facility to two or more 
persons who happem,to be engaged 
in a dispute, which calls for judicial 
adjudication, to have the merits of 
that dispute fully and completely 
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laid before the court, and to have 
ample ‘time and opportunity giveh 
for the presentation of each side of 
the facts and arguments going to sus- 
tain their respective contentions, as 
well as ample time and opportunity, 
afforded the judges, who are called 
upon to decide such disputed cases, 
to come to a conclusion after due 
consideration of not only the facts 
of the case, but of all the law bearing 
thereon. This is the only way in 
which litigants will be satisfied after 
the decision is arrived at in any case 
in which they might be engaged, and 
it must be borne in mind that it is 
of just as much importance that these 
disputed cases, where there is a real 
and substantial question of debt, 
should be properly and carefully de- 
termined as it is in the other class 
of cases, namely, those in which no 
dispute arises, that every facility, 
should be afforded to a speedy realiz- 
ation of the admitted claim of tie 
creditor as against his debtor. 


Perfection Not Claimed. 

I do not claim for these Acts that 
they are by any means perfect, but I 
do say that they have been given 
most careful, and I hope sound con- 
sideration, and that whatever defects 
exist in them will be remedied as 
they appear from time to time, 


District Courts—Amount Limited to 
9400.00. 


It is the design of the Act now be- 
fore the House that there shall be a 
District Court in each judicial dis- 
trict of the province, with a juris 
diction limited to cases involving not 
more than $400.00. You are all aware 
that since the formation of this Gov- 
ernment we have established in the 
Province of Alberta five judicial dis- 
tricts where formerly there were three 
—beginning at the south there is the 
Lethbridge Judicial District, having 
its judicial centre at the city of Leth- 
bridge. There is also the Judicial 
District of Macleod, the Judicial Dis- 
trict of Calgary, the Judicial District 
of Wetaskiwin and the Judicial Dis 
trict of Edinonton. Now in é€very 
other province in Canada, save only 
in Saskatchewan, there exists two 
clesses of courts, namely, a Superior 
and an inferior court. For example, 
in Ontario at the present time the 
jurisdiction given to the County 
Courts extends to cases involving 
$609. In British Columbia, the juris- 
diction of the County Courts is very 
much wider, but owing to the cir- 
cumstances in tais province, the Gov- 
ernment having thought the matter 
out well, have come to the conclusion 
to not at the present time give the 
District Courts a larger jurisdiction 
than the sum of $400. 

The question of the limits of the 
jurisdiction of these District Courts 
has been a matter of very serious 
consideration by the Government. It

CANCELS DAILY TRAINS 


Will Put On Tri-Weekly Service Until the Weather 
Moderates---Order Applies to Trains on Brandon 
and Virden Branches as Well as Main Line 


Winnipeg, Feb, 4—Owing to the ad- 
verse weather condtions and a desire 
to husband their rapidly diminishing 
fuel supplies the C. N. R. has chang- 
eed its daily service to and from Ed- 
monton, Virden and Brandon to a 
tri-weekly one. To Edmonton trains 
will leave on Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays, arriving from tie Al- 
berta capital on Tuesdays, Thursdays 
god Saturdays. To Brandon and Vir 
den, trains will leave on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays, leaving 
from there on Tuesdays, Thursdays 
and Saturdays. This tri-weekly ser- 
vice commenced yesterday and con- 
sequently there are no trains pulling 
out to Edmonton, Virden or Brandon 
today. As soon as weather conditions 
became more favorable to railroad 
traffic the old daily service between 
these points and the city will be re- 
sumed. At the present moment things 
are getting desperate along the line 
and there is quite a possibility, ac- 
cording to a local C. N. R. official of 
the entire cancellation of passenger 


trains in order to supply fuel to west 
ern towns, 

The Canadian Northern ia having 
great difficulty on the eastern end of 
the line, especially around Kamsack, 
but the western end is now in condi- 
tion to run on schedule, trains leaving 
on time every night 

Yesterday twenty-five cars were sent 
to towns down the line for various 
dealers and today it is expected about 
fifteen more will be turned out. All 
the available motive power is being 
utilized in the transportation of coal 
and other necessary freight, but a 
large number of the engines are now 
at the other end of the line. 

Supt. Carey says the water is prov- 
ing a great source of trouble at this 
end. No coal is being received from 
the C. P. R. Crow's Nest mines and 
it is improbable thet the C. P .R. 
will be able to get any in until a 
moderation in the weather occurs, In 
toe meantime the Morinville mina 
coal will be used and the idea of its 
continued use is looked favorably on 
by the superintendent.

the balance of work too strongly in 
favor of the District Courts. I say 
this because I have made examina 
tion into the various cases tried at 
the different sittings of the Supreme 
Court of the North-West Territories, 
during the past year, and I find that 
this is the case. 

I might also point out that it is 
only a’ short time ago that the juris- 
diction of the County Courts in On 
tario was $400, and it has only been 


in very recent years that this juria- ¢ 


diction has been extgnded to $600 in 
very many cases. I have no doubt 
in my mind that when the settlement 
in the Province justifies it, it will be 
a wise provision to increase the jur- 
isdic.ion of these District Courts, but 
for the present I think that the figure 
at which the Government has placed 
the jurisdiction of these Courts for 
all purposes, namely -$400, is the pro 
per figure at which to place it.

It could not be abol- 
fuhed by law, but all true citizens 
should repel the practics az an insult 
to his intelligence and sense of public 
duty. Parliamentary reprezentatives 
should take theelectora more into (heir 
confidence by holding meztingsa through- 
out the riding during the rac.s3 of par- 
lia ment. 

Dr. Chown intimated the gist of an 
interview he recently had with the min- 
ister of justice at Ottawa. He ga ‘a- 
ered from the interview that the Fed- 
eral government will increase the pen- 
aities for corruption and introducecom- 
puleory voting. He thought that com- 
puleory voting would accomplish little 
in stemming corruption. 

Among the most effective remedies 
he advocate? the appointmant of a com- 
mission for trying cases of corruption 
The commission should be empowered 
to act upon the solicita tox of a cer- 
tain number of electors in any riding 
carrying a charge before tha Speaker 
of House. This practize would obviate | 
the vicious principle now in vogue that 
places the onus of fighting or defcnding 
the candidate's election upon the Can- 
didate himseif, or upon his party. An 
elected candidate under democracy re- 


atate alone should be called upon to 
contest or defend the geat. He was 
partially in favor of a public prosecu- 
tor for electoral corruption after tho 
Practica in England, wha would be the 
mouth piece and instruiment of every 
elector who was in favor o! pure <lec- 
tions. 

The present practic relating to saw- 
Offa in election protests was one to he 
depreciated by every citizen. Form- 
erly protesta were carried to the judge.

Over $114,000,000 worth of hogs were 
marketed at Chicago last year and 
prices avdé¥aged the highest in many 
years, Never in the history of the 
trade haw’ tiere been so broad and 
urgent demand both on home and 
foreign account for hog product, and 
as a result prices. have been remark- 
ably stable. The $$.00 mark was 
reached in July, but comparatively 
few hogs 3 'brought that figure. The 
highest monthly average of the year 
was also for that month, $6.65, the 
lowest béing right at the start of the 
year, theJanuary cverago standing 
at $56.40..99 The year closed with a 
December‘avVérage of close to $6.25, or 
about $1.35.above December of 1905. 
Broadly sperking, it may be said that 
hog raisers received $1.00 per  cwt. 
more last year than during 1905. 

It hag been avery good year for 
sheep and lamb feeders, notwith- 
standing the largest marketing on re- 
cord, a total of 4,805,449 head. The 
increased demand for mutton has 
been sufficient to absorb this enor- 
mous supply at the highest range of 
prices on récord. ‘The average price 
for sheep fir thé year was $5.20, 8 
gain of 20 cents over last year, which 
was the highest up to that time.

BLACK NOSE IN SHORTHORNS. 


While a black nose is strongly ob- 
jected to in a’shorthorn, it is not suf- 
ficient proof that an animal is not 
pure bred. In Sanders’ history of 
shorthorn cattle reference is made to

by Colling Bros., the early improvers 
of the bred. ‘There is little doubt 
that when the breed was being de- 
veloped’ some Galloway blood was 
used, and although this was over 100 
years ago, the occasional appearance 
of black noses is attributed to this 
outcross. Generally speaking, the 
Galloway characteristics have been 
buried deep in pure shorthorn blood 
many generations ago, but the occa- 
sional outcrop of the black nose fur- 
nishes an interesting example of ata- 
vism or back breeding...Selected.

PREPARING SOIL FOR BARLEY. 

The opinion has been expressed 
‘that manure should not immediately 
procede a cereal crop, if quality and 
quantity of grain are the desiderata. 
| Old Country growers of malting bar- 
ley have found that good samples are 
not to be had, if the manures em- 
| ployed are of a highly nitrogenous 
‘character, such as farmyard manure. 
Not only is there danger of the crop 
becoming eid, and consequently 
ruined in color and plumpness of 
grain, but under such conditions it 
is coarse and thick-skinned, and the 
large proportion of nitrogen in the 
ground makes it difficult for the 
brewer to produce sound beer from 
it. For malting purposes the straw 
should be strong, and not have a su- 
perabundance of flag or leaf, and 
should ripen early; the best crop is 
that following ‘after wheat. Where- 
the land is poor and a good crop of 
wheat has been previously taken 
from it, manuring for the barley 
crop becomes a necessity, as without 
such manuring the yield is too small 
to be remunerative, and the grain is 
j liable to be thin. Last fall there seem- 
ed to be a fair demand for good malt- 
ing barley, and it will doubtless be 
remembered by some of our readers 
that at that time complaint was made 
re the mode of threshing it. Fortu- 
nately, if a man fail to reach the 
malting standard with the cereal, he 
hes a very valuable coarse grain for 
feeding purposes, especially for bacon 
production.
